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Safe  Watch  Program  For  St.  Mary  s  Park 


A  he  first  SMPIC  meeting  for  1995  will  be  held  on 
February  14  at  7:30  p.m.  in  the  St.  Mary’s  Park 
Recreation  Center,  Murray  and  Justin.  One  of  the  first 
objectives  of  the  year  will  be  to  choose  block  captains  for  * 
our  own  Safety  Awareness  Program. 

San  Francisco  is  the  favorite  city  of  almost  everyone, 
including  many  burglars,  muggers,  auto  thieves  and 
purse  snatchers.  Now  you  as  a  resident,  working  with 
your  neighbors,  can  help  cut  the  crime  in  our  neighbor¬ 
hood  by  becoming  part  of  SAFE  (Safety  Awareness  For 
Everyone).  SAFE  is  a  neighborhood  program  in  which 
you  and  your  neighbors  get  together  to  learn  how  to  pro¬ 
tect  yourselves,  your  family  and  your  property.  It  is  a 
cooperative  effort  between  private  citizens  and  the  San 
Francisco  Police  Department.  You  cooperate  with  your 
neighbors  to  report  suspicious  activities  in  the  neighbor¬ 
hood,  to  keep  an  eye  on  homes  when  the  resident  is  away, 
and  to  keep  everyone  in  the  area  mindful  of  the  standard 
precautions  for  property  and  self. 

There’s  safety  in  numbers  and  power  through  working 
with  a  group.  You  will  get  to  know  your  neighbors  better, 
and  working  with  them  you  can  reduce  crime,  develop  a 
more  united  community,  establish  on-going  crime  pre¬ 
vention  techniques  in  your  community  and  renew  citizen 
interest  in  neighborhood  activities. 

SAFE  does  not  require  frequent  meetings  (once  a  month 
or  so).  It  does  not  ask  that  anyone  take  personal  risks  to 
prevent  crime.  SAFE  leaves  the  responsibility  for  catch¬ 
ing  criminals  where  it  belongs  --  with  the  Police.  The  suc¬ 
cess  of  SAFE  is  achieved  with  high  participation  of  all 
neighbors. 


Become  involved.  Police  officers  cannot  be  everywhere.  If 
you  learn  to  identify  the  things  that  look  “unusual”  and 
to  report  them,  many  crimes  can  be  prevented.  If  you 
take  the  precautions  necessary  to  protect  yourself  and 
your  home,  criminals  will  pass  you  by. 

Programs  like  SAFE  have  been  established  all  over  the 
country.  They  have  proven  to  be  one  of  the  most  effective 
weapons  against  crime.  With  your  help,  SAFE  can  be 
effective  in  our  neighborhood  too. 


Annual  Dues 

Whb  the  start  of  every  year  comes  the  task  of  collect¬ 
ing  the  yearly  dues.  1994  was  a  banner  year  for  neigh¬ 
borhood  improvements  such  as  replacing  the  third  grass 
island,  purchasing  new  equipment  for  lawn  maintenance, 
reviving  the  Annual  Neighborhood  Picnic  and  increased 
attendance  at  our  monthly  meetings.  As  the  city  of  San 
Francisco  faces  more  budget  cuts,  the  SMPIC  is  forced  to 
take  on  the  responsibility  of  maintaining  our  beautiful 
neighborhood.  We  are  able  to  accomplish  many  tasks 
with  a  relatively  small  budget  mainly  because  of  the  tal¬ 
ents  and  generosity  of  several  community  members. 
However,  in  order  to  maintain  our  current  level  of  suc¬ 
cess  and  secure  our  finances  for  the  future,  the  annual 
dues  have  been  increased  to  $20  per  household.  That’s  an 
average  of  $  1 .67  per  month.  This  is  a  minor  expense  for 
the  investment  of  our  entire  community.  For  your  con¬ 
venience,  a  return  envelope  was  included  with  the 
announcement.

The  Ingleside  Police  Department  reports  five  purse 
snatchings  from  November  1994  through  February  1995 
in  the  St.  Mary’s  Park  area.  The  victims  of  these  robberies 
are  women  of  all  ages  ranging  from  their  early  twenties  to 
the  elderly.  The  assailants  are  aggressive  young  men  in 
their  late  teens  who  occasionally  attack  in  pairs.  They 
knock  down  and  strike  their  victims  taking  handbags, 
briefcases  or  packages.  The  times  range  from  early  morn¬ 
ing  to  late  evening.  All  neighbors  are  asked  to  be  alert  for 
suspicious  individuals.There  have  also  been  four  vehicle 
thefts  reported  as  well  as  several  auto  break-ins/tamper¬ 
ings,  and  a  residential  burglary  on  lower  Benton.
